Largo .ludieiirr Hears IHsMnguIslied 
8oD of .Mason Cnunty Explain the 
Illstarjr and Principles of 
His Party. 

There was a good audience at the 
court house Wednesday evening to 
hear Judge Charles Kerr, of Lieslng- 
ton. explain the principles and history 
of the Republican party. He waa In- 
troduced by Judge C. D, Newell, one of 
his old school mates, and he deooted 
some time to expressing his delight at 
again being back among the scenes of 
Ills childhood and .voung manhood. 

Judge's diRcusBsion was fair and on 
a very high plane. His audience was 
greatly pleased and those who heard 
him today know much more sboul Mie 
two great parties. lie exphiineil that 
when he left Mason county he was an 
ardent Democrat but that after he 
sludieil the difTerenccs nf Ibe two |iar- 
t'es. be saw th:il eillior the leaders of 
the ncmocrat Ic parlv were wrong or 
he was wrong and be jnined the Ke- 
Iiiilillcan party. He cnimralnlateil tbe 
roiniiiunll y Club upon its study of the 
ureal iiiiliiii al pnildenis of ilic dn\ . 

In bis address, .luiluc Ken said in 
part :

Tbe Hemocratic parly was first 
known as the Ilepulilican jiarty, and 
later as ilic neuiocralic iiarly. The 
llepublicau |iarl\ lias been liiuiwu as 
tbe I''ederalisl, Wliig and itcpulilirau 
parlies. Minor ilesiu'iiaiinns. inr niir 
purposes nia\ lie iunored. W'lieii w c 
use Ibe sintli' dcsiirualion of Ileiuo- 
cral and Keiititilic.'iii we cotujirelieild 
tbe iii\isive parly tenets that have 
always existed, and which exist to- 
day, to a large extent, fundamentally 
if not practically. 

Two Distinct Itinfercnci-s. 
In the constil ul ional debates two 
opposite tendencies were distinctly 
made manifest. These tendencies be- 
came even more manifest In the sev- 
eral states to which the Constitution 
was suliiiiiilcii for rntiflcation, when 
its iimvisiciiis were made the subject 
of general discussion. These were the 
certifugal and ccrtlpetal tendencies. 
The one sought to create a distinct in- 
iliviiiuailsm. coupled with a certain 
ii.depcuiiencc In legislation Adminis- 
iratiiiii. and Jurisdiction on tbe part of 
I lie states, leaving to the national gov- 
ern luent only questions of foreign pol- 
icy aud the national defense; the other 
sciul;Iii Id build up a strong national 
orgaiii/.ation in which the states would 
be suliordinaied to the central Federal 
anlbiii'iiy. In tbe cabinet of President 
Washington, in tbe jiersons of Joffcr- 
son and llaniilton, lliese irreconcilable 
differences were moulded into concrete 
liarly alignments. Tlie Krencli Revo- 
luiiiiii. with lis distinctive individual- 
istic iiieliiial lulls, had a controling in- 
fluence ovi I l. iii rsiin, while the dls- 
asicrs whirli i.ilkiued the old Colonial 
Cim!. i .ii loij drove Hamilton to tbe 
tbecu y (if a more perfect union" held 
together by a strong centralized gov- 
]ernnieiii Cniicretely expressed the one 
hecanii i he iinostle of Liberty the other 
of Ordei .lefrerson had fuith In the 
masses and believed In as little au- 
thority as iiossible. Hamilton's views 
carried him in llie opjiosltu extreme. 
One exalted tbe slate above the Na- 
tion, the oilier tbe .Nation above the 
State. In ibis attitude of mind these 
two great leaders faced each other al 
the conclusion of the limt Washlnglon 
administration.

Tho charily wnrk wiiirh has been 
carried on by the Farm Diireau came 
to a sudden halt this morning. Many 
farmers, and quite a number of others 
liavo been using tho Farm Bureau 
without going througli tho formality of 
becoming a member. The Bureau's 
offlcors specifically state that hereaf- 
ter the benefits secured through the 
F'arm Bureau will be available to 
members only. The watting room and 
Information bureau, market service, 
will still be open to all, but where the 
pocket book is Intimately aifeoted It 
is an Injustice to those who have paid 
to support the organization to allow 
any and all to make free use of Its 
services.

mure pre-war period, havlDg been in 
d^faed aa a part of their polltloal plat 
tonna aa late aa 18B8. The aantlments 
•x^raaaad in theaa Reaolatlona lead 
InfTltablr to the Civil War. They 
eoQld lead no where elie. When Chief 
Jnitioe Marahall daoided that the Su 
prame Court waa the flnal arbiter or 
all oonatitutlonal qaaatlona, and not 
the atatea, the tBRUQ beoame ao acntn 
that Jetferaon began a aerlea of at- 
taoka on the judiciary, and, had ho 
aueoeeded in breaking down that 
braneh of government, by having Mar- 
ahall and other of ita membera Im- 
peaohed, aa he aought to do, the Union 
would have been destroyed before i( 
h$fi hardly begun. 

TTatloMl Flflanees. 
Another fundamental difference 
aroae out of the position taken by 
Hamilton with reference to the na- 
'tlonal flnanoes, Jefferson carried hln 
ati^te exoluaiveneea Into thia branch of 
domeatio order with the aame tenacity 
of purpoae he had exhibited with ref- 
erenoe to the subjeot-of states rights. 
Hamilton aought to build up a sound 
flnanoial aystem, baaed on a unifarm 
currency. The Democratic adherentn 
were alwaya averae to a Kational 
Banking ayatem, and in conaequence 
there waa much confusion and flnan- 
oial diatreaa growing out of the atatc 
laanaa through local Inatitutiona. A 
depreciated currency, aa between 
atatea, came to be almoat aa dlaaa- 
traua aa the preaent rataa of exohangp 
between thta country and the Euro- 
pean atatea. 

Tbe Tariff. 

The tariff waa another early point 
of difference. Thia, too, originated 
with Hamilton. Aa the North gradual 
ly beoame a manufacturing commun 
Ity, and the South an agricultural aeC' 
tlon, tbe queatlon of a tariff, aa against 
free trade, became a vital issue, and 
out of thia grew the NiflHflcatlon Act 
of South Carolina, when, strange 
enough, Jaokaon took a decided atand 
againat the Nulllflers. Free Trade, or 
the nearest approach thereto, a tariff 
for revenue only, has been one of the 
cardinal tenets of the Democratic 
party, except when they had an op- 
portunity to enforce It 

' Interaal laprovemeiita. 

'Another dlvlalve Issue waa that of 
Internal Improvementa. Aa late aa 
1880, when Hancock waa nominated by 
the Demoerata, their platforma carried 
plank to the effqct that there waa no 
provision of the Constitution which 
warranted the government in carrying 
on a aystem of Internal Improvementa. 
Under President Monroe and again un 
der President Jackaon the entire ays' 
tem of Internal Improvementa waa diS' 
aupted, only to find the Demoerata four 
aoore yeara and more later passing 
the largeat internal Improvement bud- 
gat that had been passed by any party 
up to that date. 

Slavery waa more a sectional than a 
party laaue, though many of the laauea 
involving the queatlon of the righta of 
tlie atatea aa against the National Gtov- 
emment were uaed In the alavery de- 
batea. 

ScBocrati Hare Failed. 

These, In brief, are among the most 
dlatingulahlng polnta of difference to 
be found In the fundamental polldea 
of the two great partiee. Reviewing 
theae one la warranted in aaserting 
tbat not ainee the foundation of the 
government has the Democratic party 
Initiated or foatered any great Con 
atltutional queatlon that it baa not 
failed or reaulted In disaster. This la 
a matter of hiatorfc rtuh. The hlatory 
of the two'partlea demonstrate It. 

llie Democratic party of today 
would not riak Its Integrity today upon 
an affirmation of the Kentucky Reaolu- 
tlons, aa It did In 1858. On that issue

cation. A nation whose people bad as 
little to do with government as possi- 
ble, and over whom the government 
exercised the least possible restraint 
was to bim an Ideal democracy. Ham- 
ilton entertained no such notions of 
government. A strongly centralised 
government presented to him the only 
form that possessed the necessary ele- 
ments of stability, consistent with that 
spirit of democracy which controlled 
the framers of the National Charter. 
He, therefore, Rought to develop lliooo 
provisions of the Constitution whirli. 
according to his interpretation, vest- 
ed in the President and Federal Con- 
gross a power that would enable them 
to hold alt the parts together. 
Three Party Eras. 

Party history may be divided Into 
three eras. First, from Washington to 
Jackson; Seoond, from Jackson to 
Lincoln; and Third, from Lincoln to 
Wilson. The fourth is now in process 
of development Some of the Issues 
were carried from one era to another. 
Some survive even today. 

The state which ratified the Consti- 
tution, and which had participated In 
Its formation, had been colonies be- 
fore the Revolution. They had be- 
longed to a Confederation from which 
they could withdraw at will. When 
they became an Integral part of the 
Federal Union the old colonial Idea 
of the right to withdraw had not been 
extinguished. "A more perfect union" 
did not mean to them a coercive cohe- 
sion. The relation of the states to the 
Union, therefore, became the first 
great divisive issue. 

Kontneky Besolntlons. 

Tills question assumed Its first seri- 
ous aspect in the adoption of the Vir- 
ginia and Kentucky Resolutions In 
1798. From the outset it was a sec- 
tional division. The incident which 
called forth these resolutions was the 
Allen and Sedition laws. They declared 
in effect that the government could ex-

The purpose of these Reso- 
lutions was to declare that the general 
government had no power to bind the 
states by the provisions of the Alien 
and Sedition laws, and that each state, 
acting for ttoelf, bad the right to null- 
ify the act of Congress by which these 
withdrawing from the Federal com- 
pact if necessary. These Resolutions, 
the most mischevlous as well as the 
most dangerous firebrands that 
marked the early political beginnings, 
were tenaciously adhered to by the 
Democratic organisation during the
